It is the owners of such- sets that 
the wave trap wfll appeal for with i 
It you can sharpen up the tuning 
and If you live,in the vicinity of a 
powerful station you can trap-it out 
and bring id other stations that pre- 
viously yon m-erc unable to get. 


It Is also possible to sharpen up 


the toning of most -set* by adding a 
stage of radio frequently. The R. F: 
stage, if properly designed and built 
nto the set Is probably a better idea i 
han a ware trap, but it requires an" 
extra tabe and many do not wish to 
go to this expense. The ware trap 
method is quite efficiently and will 
ertalnly help the Mleetlrity of an? 
receiver using an aerial that tones 
broadly.
